coming winter. The dates for the entire 
series will be fixed before the work of hold- 
ing them is entered upon, Aside from the 
mewbers of the Board, lectures have been 
engaged from promipent authorities out- 
side the State. More institutes will be pro- 
yided for than in former years. 








At the Lowa State Fair, recently held, rich 
premiums were offered for “herds of the 
beef breeds” of cattle, and eight different 
herds responded to the call and came to the 
ring. It was decided that the first prize of 
$500 should go to the handsome Shorthorn 
herd sent from “‘Bow Park,” Brantford, 
Ont., Messrs. Clay & Winn, from Platts- 
burg, Mo., taking the second premium of 
g200 on their herd of Shorthorns. The 
the third prize of $100 went to Fowler & 
Van Natta’s Herefords, and the herd of the 
Early Dawn Hereford Cattle Company took 
the fourth prize of $50. 


The official summary by the Agricultural 
Department of the Privy Council of statis- 
tics, collected the first week in June, has 
just been published and is given below in 
connection with the corresponding figures 
for the two preceding years:

Mr. Valancey E. Fuller, Hamilton, 
Ontario, held a sale of Jersey cattle, Sept. 
Ist. Its occurrence was not generally 
known, and few buyers were present from a 
distance, though there was a company of 
about 400 at the lunch. Five pure St. 
Lamberts—Columbus of St. L., Lena of St. 
L. (bull calves), Nancy’s John Bull, Bren- 
da’s John Bull, Lucy’s John Bull—brought 
$4,045, or an average of $809. The three 
bull calves, Nancy’s John Bull, Brenda’s 
John Bull and Lucy’s John Bull, are all sons 
of Canada’s John Bull. Fourteen head of 
pure St. Lambert, or with 50 per cent. of St. 
Lambert blood, realized an average of 
$383 57: three yearling bull calves; one 
heifer, 8 months old; three ull calves, 5,5 
and 7 months old, respectively; all sons or 
daughters of Canada’s John Bull (being all 
that were offered), averaged $390.71; total 
for 42 head sold, $8,940, average $212 85.

It is those who have loved and lost, or who 
have loved the unattainable, or, it may 
who have loved and of their own free 
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of course, but the fixtures upon it, con- 
structed by the Society, have but little val- 
ue when disconnected from the good will 
that now goes with their use. This is a 
point that is not covered up by flaming 
proclamations when the officers go out to 
raise money, and would not be overlooked, 
of course, should the Society, attempt to 
sell interest-bearing bonds. 

The great trouble is—and it has followed 
the Society from its first start to the pres- 
ent time—the organization is too loose. 
The “State Agricultural Society” is really 
nothing but a name burdened by a member- 
ship that knows nothing of responsibility, 
but enjoys much of privilege. What is 
wanted is something responsible for it to 
rest upon, and to back itup. Members rec- 
ognizing nothing but privileges never will 
do it. 
it should be managed through State offi- 
clals made responsible to the State. This 
is the way the marked success is secured 
with the great fairs carried on for the pro- 
motion of the agricultural and industrial in- 
terests of the States of the West. . 

The varied industrial interests of our 
State need the influence of these fairs, the 
people call for them, and there is ample pat- 
ronage awaiting to support them when once 
established and well conducted. It is grat- 
ifying to see that leading business men are 
considering how this can best be done. 


What It Means. 


It seerfs to be the fate of the schedule of 
butter premiums at the State Fair to be 
misunderstood either by the committee of 
examination, the entry clerk, or the officer 
in charge of that department. It matters 
not to exhibitors on whom the fault rests; 
the results coming from it is what works 
the mischief. This time the blundering 
was over the offer on “Best package of 
butter not less than 5 nor over 10 Ibs. in 
form for delivery, unbroken, to consumers.” 
It seems as though that is plain. Certain- 
ly itis to any one who knows anything 
about the dairy trade. In the great mar- 
kets, vast quantities of butter are sold in 
this form;—tbat is, in packages of 5 or 
10 pounds, put up in neat and cheap boxes, 
round, square, or firkin shape, for delivery 
to purchasers unbroken. The package 
goes with the butter, the same as the paper 
box with the French kid boots. The cost 
of these packages is but a trifle, and usual- 
ly the butter put up in this form sells at a 
price to more than cover it. This is what 
was meant by this premium offered. 

The premium at Lewiston was awarded 
to a package of print butter, put up in an 
elaborately finished solid mahogony box, 
with nickel plated mountings, and handle 
on top by which to carry it round as the 
musician does his fiddle-box or the lady 
student her portfolio of music, the cost of 
which was several times the value of all 
the butter it would,hold. Certainly any 
one can see that such a package in no 
sense comes under the meaning of the 
offer. 

Under this premium the scale of judging 
should be as follows : 

lst. The quality of the butter. ’ 

2d. The package must be of small cost, 
for it is not returnable. 

3d. It must be neat, to look well; must 
be light, to make no useless weight; must 
be convenient to crate or box into larger 
packages for transportation. 

The butter and package—*‘package of 
butter”—that best fills these qualifications 
would be entitled to the highest honors. Itis 
an injustice that so flagrant a blunder should 
have been allowed to pass without correct- 
fon. Dairy-men would like to have the 
awards in this department made with the 
same careful discrimination that is demand- 
ed elsewhere. 


What a Woman Can Do. 


If leading farmers generally manifested 
the enterprise shown by Mary L. Robbins, 
of Winthrop, there would be no vacancies 
in any departments of the State Fair. It is 
well known that Mrs. Robbins conducts a 
farm in her own interest, her apecialties be- 
ing Jersey cattle and butter making. At 
the State Fair, she and three of her daugh- 
ters contributed butter to the exhibition, 
and in the several forms contemplated by 
the premium list, and also showed samples 
of bread and cake, for the Society’s premi- 
ums—in all, eight articles. Her daughters 
also competed for two of Mallett’s specials, 
her youngest for Dr. Twitchell’s special, 
and her son for Brickett’s special. Mrs. 
Robbins also contributed three samples of 

















sociation, J. H. Pickerell, y, 115 
Monroe St , Chicago, Ill., brings the record 
down to March 19, 1887, and adds nearly 
1,100 closely printed pages to the already 
voluminous statistics of this important 
breed in the United States. The bull num- 
bers are carried from 78544 up to 84235, 
and of females there must be ten or eleven 
thousand entered in this single volume only 
—say, in round numbers, double the num- 
ber of bulls, Such is the outcome of only 
eight months’ work in the office of the asso- 
ciation, as the last preceding volume was 
closed July 10, 1886. From a circular ac- 
companying the book, we learn that since 
its pages were compiled for the printer, 
7,200 pedigrees have been received for the 
33d volume, which will be closed when the 
number reaches 15,000. These figures illus- 
trate as could be done in no other way the 
vast extent of the ‘Short-Horn interest in 
this country, by the side of which the devel- 
opment of any other breed, however popu- 
lar, as yet seems almost in its infancy or 
early youth. 


A New Plan. 


A prominent business man of this State, 
interested in the success and the continued 
usefulness of the State Agricultural Socie- 
‘y, writes us, suggesting a plan for reliev- 
ing the pressure of the present and 
removing the responsibility from its offi- 
cers, without compromising the contract 
entered into with life members, as follows: 

“Why not deed in trust to some banking 
Company, and issue bonds on say ten or fif- 
teen years, at five per cent. interest, pay- 
able semi-annually, and redeemable by lot 
after two years? If need be, make them 
$10 each, and first allow each member to 
take one, and after a reasonable time adver- 
tise and sell them at par or more. Each

COMPARATIVE VALUES OF LIVE STOCK. 
We hear a great deal of fault being found 
with the low price of beef. In conversa- 
tion with two old school drovers, Col. Hale 
and Burn Gilman of Somerset county, they 
claimed beef is bringing a fair price to-day 
as compared with an av of the last 
half century. One thing sure, some 
classes of stock hold up to war prices. 
Good new milch cows and springers, that 
will come in in a few days, hold up and 
bring remunerative prices. Farmers can 
raise cows to sell at present rates and make 
money, as they pay their way after two 
years of age. Veal calves never sold better 
thah they have this whole season, and lambs 
have sold better than for some time, com- 
paring favorably with the hi t point of 
the past twenty years. These facts show our 
farmers one thing—that we in Maine must 
produce such live stock as cannot be for- 
warded here from the West. Dairying 
stands far ahead at the present time. As 
these products are in demand, and bring as 
much to-day as at a time when our currency 
was inflated and nearly everything double 
its present value, the lesson from these com- 
sons to be learned is, if a veal calf will 
ring as much at 8 weeks of age as a beef 
steer two years old, we will raise the calves ; 
or if early lambs will bring 25 to 35 ets. per 
pound must have some to sell. If a new 
miléh cow will out-sell a seven foot ox, we 
must raise the cows, as they cost less than 
half as much.* We must grapple with the 
question of profit to-day; our fathers and 
grandfathers’ ideas are — of the past.
